Great efforts are being made to

The three shots had scarcely been 


fired before the story was placed in 
circulation that Mr. White had made 
an insulting comment about Mrs. 
Thaw in the Cafe Martin last Monday 
evening. The story has since been re- 
peated, with the allegation that Wil- 
liam M. W. Olcott, chief counsel for 
Thaw, was sponsor for it. Mr. Olcott 
went out of his way today to declare 
the story was untrue.

every man in the employ of the Cafe 
Martin cross-examined to see if any 
one of them overheard any unpleasant 
remark uttered by Mr. White about 
Mrs. Thaw, and both sides are con- 
vinced the story was fiction, built upon 
the former unverified rumors.

BIG INCREASE IN EXPENDITURES

Was a Prominent Breeder. 


Lexington, Ky., July 2.—Charles F. 


McMeekin, who was killed in the rail- 
way wreck at Salisbury, England, was 
a prominent breeder of thoroughbred 
horses in the famous bluegrass region 
of Kentucky. He was a member of the 
firm of Applegate and McMeekin, own- 
ers of the Oakwood stud, Lexington. 
The most famous recent product of 
this stud is the horse Go Between, 
which on June 21 won the rich Subur- 
ban handicap at the Sheepshead Bay 
race track of the Coney Island Jockey 
club. Mr. McMeekin was president of 
the National Horse Breeders' associ- 
ation, and director of the Kentucky 
Trotting Horse Breeders' association. 
He was the owner of Fonso, Haydeu 
and Wards, St. Florian and Bowling- 
brook, aad had a half interest with 
"Jack" McDonald in imported Wools- 
thorpe. Mr. McMeekin had accom- 
panied John McDonald aboard.

One of Gov. Paltison's Last Acts Was 


to Write to Governor Cobb 


of Maine. 


Columbus, O., July 2—What is be- 


lieved to be one of the last letters 
written by the late Governor John M. 
Pattison upon a public matter 
has 


just come to light. It was penned at 
Christ Hospital, 
in 
Cincinnati, 
on 


.Irne Z, or about two weeks before 
hip death, and was addressed to Gov- 
ernor William T. Cobb, of Maine. Its 
subject was the enforcement of law, a 
thing very dear to the dead chief, ex 
ecutive, and was prompted 
by th 


stand taken by Governor Cobb in tb.3 
matter of the prohibition law of that 
state. 


Since the governor's death a copy 


of the communication has been re- 
ceived in thlr city and made public. It 
is interesting in that it shows that 
Governor Pattison 
had not receded 


from the advance ground taken in his 
campaign speeches, and his inaugural 
address of last 
January. 
Had h^ 


lived and been able to administer the 
affairs of the office there is no ques- 
tion but that he would have used Ms 
pov, er for the enforcement of the Sab- 
bath and liquor laws to the fullest 
e\tpnt. 
Th<= lettci in full is as fol- 


lows: 


"Cincinnati, O., Jur.a 5, 1906.- 


"My Dear Governor Cobb: I have 


just had the pleasure of reading tha 
address which you delivered before 
the Deering Republican Club several 
weeks ago. 
It certainly puts the is- 


sue in your state in a masterful way, 
and though I differ from you on the 
principles that divids the Republican 
and Democratic schools of political 
thought. I cannot refrain 
from ex- 


pressirs: my profound admiration foi- 
the firm and patriotic stand you have 
taken in" behalf of the Maine law anl 
its proper enforcement. 


"Every patriotic and honest citizen 


must admit that all the laws on the 
statute books of the state should be 
obeyed and enforced; no one citizen 
has more risrht thai any other to se- 
lect what he will obey and what h^ 
will not obey. If he fails 
to obey 


them he i<= not a good nor patriotic 
citizen, and an officer who has taken 
an oath to enforce the ordinances of 
a village or a city and the laws of 
the stale and fails to do so, should at 
once be removed. 


"This doctrine I tried to empha- 


size in my inaugural 
address. The

AN EPOCH MAKING SESSION 


How the Fifty^nmtb Congress Has Met the New Is- 


sues Initiated by President Roosevelt, With 


Extension of Federal Powers as 


• the Dominant Note.

P 


ROBABLY more new and ex- 


traordinary questions bave been 
uuder consideration by the con- 
gress •which began its legislative 


life Dec. 4 last than by any previous 
session • of our national lawmaking 
body. Not counting the many acts fa- 
vorably reported to or passed by either 
branch and left in a state of suspended 
animation, their fate to be determined 
by the next session, the amount and 
fharacter of new laws enacted make 
the Fifty-ninth congress the milestone 
of a new era in the history of Ameri- 
can institutions. 


The day of the nation has come; 


state and local powers are on tbe wane 
or in small favor. Commercial and la- 
dnstrial concentration having brought 
about new opportunities for abuse of 
privilege, and the muck rakers having 
waked up the public mind to the vari- 
ous existing evils, President Roosevelt 
found in this congress workable soil 
for the growth of federal powei's in 
dealing with those evils. The impress 
of the president's mind was given to 
all the more important remedies adopt- 
ed. Neither friend nor foe in the polit- 
ical arena will question the statement 
that the work of the session bears the 
Itooseveltian stamp, although the Dem- 
ocrats all along have pointed out that 
the president was merely camping 
along the trail blazed by their party 
platforms. Nevertheless the president's 
party, being in the majority at both 
ends of the capitol, bas either taken 
the credit or been forced to assume re- 
sponsibility for what was done, even 
when aided by Democratic votes. 


Railroad Rate Regulation. 


The keynote was struck unmistaka- 


bly in the message which congress re- 
ceived at the opening of the session— 
namely, the insistence on federal fix- 
ing of interstate railroad rates as -well 
as the prevention of rebates or any 
kind of special favors. Rate bills of 
various kinds and descriptions -were 
promptly introduced In both senate 
and house; but, tbe house majority be- 
ing under better discipline, the bill 
was more promptly formulated there, 
which was approved at the White 
House. It was fathered by Kepresent- 
ative Hepburn of Iowa as chairman of 
the committee on interstate commerce. 
It was so modified in-tbe committee as 
to come before the house without Dem- 
ocratic opposition, and after a few 
days of perfunctory 'discussion it was 
passed on Feb. 8 by the almost unani- 
mous vote of 346 to 7, the seven oppo- 
nents all being Republicans. As passed 
it gave the interstate commerce com- 
mission full power to regulate inter- 
state freight tariffs without express 
recognition of the rights of appeal in 
the court This, however, was only the 
foundation of the law that was to go 
to tbe statute book. 


In the senate the Hepburn bill was 


destined to run the gantlet of fierce 
opposition from a conservative faction 
of the Republicans led by Aldrich and 
Foraker and become the football of 
personal and party bickerings over a 
period of three months. The main point 
of the dispute was tbe question of a 
.broad or narrow court review pro- 
vision, and at one time, after the presi- 
dent's political and personal enemy, 
Tillman, had been placed ir. charge of 
the measure, there was a tacit coalition 
between the president and the minority. 
Later, however, the president accepted 
the compromise Allison amendment, 
upon which bis party associates had 
agreed, resting jurisdiction in the cir- 
cuit courts to enjoin, set aside, annul 
or suspend any order of the commis- 
sion on appeal of the carrier concerned. 
It was at this time that the Democratic 
leaders charged the president with bad 
faith on the strengh of representations 
said to have been made through ex- 
Senator Chandler. 
Finally tbe bill, 


with sixty-seven amendments, passed 
the senate May 18 by a vote of 71 to 3. 
Still further changes were made in 
conference thereafter. Tne senate con- 
ferees held out against the house pro- 
posal to drop tbe. clause placing pipe 
lines under federal control. As this 
was fin.illy agreed to by senate and 
house, the pipe lines are to be regard- 
ed as common carriers, but are not 
prohibited from carrying their own 
products. Railroad and railway mail 
employees are exempted from tbe anti- 
pass amendment The president sign- 
ed tbe bill .Tune 29. 


Investigations and Inspections. 


"' In both branches bills were intro- 
duced early authorizing investigations 
of tbe railroad monopolies, and a com- 
bination of these known as the Tjllman- 
GIHespie-ratnpbeil measure passed tbe 
bouse Jan. 23 and, though sicned by 
the president, was sharply criticised by 
him for not carrying funds and d«e au- 
thority. The money was appropriated 
later, and under this authority the In- 
terstate commerce commission bn<: al- 
ready tinearthed a rast amount of 
graft and crookedness in railroad and 
oil industries. 


Tbe pure food bill, which passed the 


senate Feb. 21. 63 to 4, was also in 
line with this federalizinc tendency. 
It did not pass the honsr untiJ .Tune 33. 
2-30 to 17, and tieti with a number of 
amendments wblch endangered its final 
passage 
In its flnal shape the pro- 


vision affecting state rights or state 
nnd municipal control over 1h« original 


was cut out As to blended 


whiskies, tbo package must be labeled 
"blended" ot "mixed." The senate's 
provision remained requiring labels to 
Mute the amount of alcohol contained- 
lu food packages, but not in bottled 
drugs. This favors the patent medicine 
people. It is made a misdemeanor for 
any person to manufacture or sell any 
food, drug, medicine or liquor which 
is adulterated or misbranded or which 
contains any poisonous or deleterious 
substances. For violation the penalty 
is .pOO fine and one year's-imprison- 
ment Tbe law goes into effect Jan. 1, 
1907. 


The greatest sensation of the session 


came trom the president's investiga- 
tion of tbe charges against the Chicago 
beef packeis as presented in Sinclair's 
novel, "The Jungle." For fear of wh'at 
the Neill-Reynolds report might eon- 
tain the senate passed the Beyeridge 
meat inspection amendment to theagri- 
cultural bill May 26 without opposition. 
Then when influences in the house 
committee on agriculture were seeking 
to weaken this bill the fear of greater 
losses through prolonged agitation 
brought the "friends of the packers to 
agree to a substitute satisfactory to 
the president This placed the cost of 
inspection on the 'federal government 
and did not require the packers to 
date the labels on their meat packages. 
Rather than see the entire bill fail, as 
the senate conferees said at last, they 
decided to recede on these and some 
minor points. An appropriation of |3,- 
000,000 was made to cover the inspec- 
tion expense. 


The national quarantine bill, virtual- 


ly putting state and local health au- 
thorities under federal control for the 
purpose of fighting contagious diseases, 
passed the senate April 2 and the house 
next day with little opposition. 


In January, MeQa.ll of Massachusetts 


proposed i a $15,000 appropriation for 
the president's traveling expenses. But 
near the end of tbe session a bill ap- 
propriating $25,000 for that purpose 
passed both houses,, in the senate by a 
close party vote. Democrats regarded 
it as extravagant and unconstitutional. 


A New Station the Flag. 


TThe statehood muddle, left over from 


the preceding congjee&s, was one of the 
most difficult- tangles, £0, be unraveled. 
Under the leadership of Speaker Can- 
non a Republican insurrection against 
joint statehood for r Arizona and New 
Mexico was crushed, and the bill was 
passed Jan. 24, 194 to .150, the insur- 
gents 
numbering . forty-three. 
On 


March 9 the senate passed the state- 
hood bill with provision only for the 
admission of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory as one state. Tbe bill finally 
emerged 
from conference under a 


compromise agreement providing for 
tbe admission of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory as the state of Oklahoma 
and authorizing Arizona and New Mex- 
ico to hold a plebiscite on joint state- 
hood next fall. This was approved by 
both houses and became a law with 
the president's signature June 16. 


Notwithstanding 
tbe disagreement 


over the immigration bill the house bill 
making uniform the conditions for 
naturalization was adopted by the sen- 
ate on June 28. Declaration must be 
made two years in advance. Anarchists 
and polygamists are barred. 


For Lock Canal at Panama. 


The house was the first to go on rec- 


ord in favor of the lock type for the 
Panama canal, and the senate followed 
suit June 21, 30 to 31. By a party 
vote the senate directed that American 
products and manufactures should be 
used in tbe construction of the canal, 
and in this the house agreed. 


On Jan. 27 the house adopted tbe bill 


authorizing the construction of the 
Lake Erie and Ohio ship canal, and on 
June 18 it passed the senate, 41 to 11. 


After standing pat against the on- 


slaughts of the tariff revisionists dur- 
ing most of the session tbe majority 
permitted tbe passage of tbe bill plac- 
ing denatured alcohol on the free list 
This is expected to be a great benefit 
to many industries requiring, power 
machines or vehicles. 


Another bill which strengthens the 


arm of the executive in striking at the 
predatory tni<;t<* by preventing corpo- 
rations from getting immunity because 
of testimony before a government bu- 
reau becomes a law. 


Labor Interests, though angered at 


the failure of the eight hour bill to 
even come to a vote, were pleased 
somewhat by the passage of the em- 
ployers' liability act making interstate 
carriers liable for injuries to employees 
in the absence of prescribed safety ap- 
pliances and relations.

Important Bills That Failed. 


The Philippine tariff bill, which was 


one of tbe pet administration meas- 
ures and wblcb was forced through tbe 
house by making a concession of 25 per 
cent of tbe Dlngley rates on sugar, to- 
bacco an^ rice, by the vote of 258 to 72 
as early as Jan. 16 was put to sleep ef 
fectually In the senate committee oil 
the Philippines through a combination 
of Democrats and stand put Republic- 
an senators. Tbe committee voted 8 to 
Z against reporting this cherished ad- 
ministration measure, ihd the efforts 
to bring about a reconsideration proved 
futile. 


The senate on June 5 tabled the pro 


posed constitutional amendment per- 
mitting a federal divorce law. 


The house defeated by a large major- 


ity the Adams bill authorizing whip- 
ping posts for wife beaters in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


The senate on Feb. 14 voted 38 to 27 


in favor of the ship subsidy bill estab- 
lishing thirteen new contract mail lines 
to Central American, South African, 
Australian and Pacific island ports at 
the rate of $5 per ton a year for the 
foreign trade and $0.50 per ton for the 
colonial trade. It includes provision 
for a naval reserve force by payment 
of retainers to officers of subsidized 
vessels. 
This measure Is stranded, 


however, In the unfriendly house com- 
mittee on the merchant marine. 


A new bill to restrict and regulate 


immigration, which passed the senate 
May 23, contained provision for an 
educational test—namely, the ability to 
understand the English language—and 
raised tbe head tax from $2 to $5, 
while creating a commission to investi- 
gate the entire subject. 
"When, how- 


ever, the house passed this bill June 26 
the educational test and the head tax 
were stricken out and, the senate re- 
fusing to agree, the bill died in confer- 
ence. 


Throughout the session the senate 


committee on foreign relations reso- 
lutely resisted the administration's in- 
fluence to report favorably the Santo 
Domingo treaty. 


Other administration measures which 


fared badly in one house or the other 
were: 


For federal control of life insurance 


companies. 


Specific laws for prevention of elec- 


tion corruption. 


Uncle Sam's Big Expense'Account. 
Just before the close of the _ session 


it became apparent that the total of 
appropriations to carry on the govern- 
ment for the next fiscal year would be 
somewhere in the neighborfiood of 
$900,000,000. At tfiis writing the exact 
figures have not been officially, report- 
ed. It is customary for each party to 
insert in the record a week or two 
after the end of the session a statement 
of the appropriations and its own ex- 
planation thereof. This total recalls the 
outcry that was made only fifteen 
years'ago,- when the ^Fifty-first "con- 
gress, under Reed's speakership, appro- 
priated a little over $1,000,000,000 in 
the two years of its existence. Reply- 
ing to the criticism that it was a "bil 
lion dollar congress," Reed said, "It 
is a billion dollar country." Even the 
Fifty-fifth 
congress, which covered 


much of the Spanish war expenses, 
spent only $1,553,000,000 in its two 
years; hence, at the pace set by this 
first session, the Fifty-ninth congress 
is certain to outstrip all its predeces- 
sors in the matter of public expendi- 
tures. To the criticism of the minority 
the dominant party replies that the 
country has grown in all directions. As 
a matter of fact, the numerous investi- 
gations and federal inspections provid- 
ed tor have added largely to the cost 
of government

Santo Domingo treaty, for which the 
administration had done its utmost, the 
senate agreed just before adjournment 
that the Moroccan treaty should come 
to a vote not later than Dec. 12 next 
before it would die by limitation. The 
Japanese copyright treaty was ratified 
Feb. 28 and the trademark treaty with 
Bomnania Hay 4. 


The death of Senator Gorman of Ma- 


ryland left the minority without its 
leader, and Senator Blackburn of Ken- 
tucky was chosen as the new leader. 
Two other senators, Platt of Connect- 
icut and Mitchell of Oregon, were 
claimed by death, the latter after 
his conviction ia the land fraud case 
bad made his further attendance 'im- 
possible. Senator Burton of Kan^s 
was compelled to resign after tbe su- 
preme court bad approved his con- 
viction on the charge of using his offi- 
cial position for pecuniary gain. Rep- 
resentatives who died were Cantor of 
Pennsylvania, Patterson of Pennsylva- 
nia, 
Marsh of Illinois and Lester of 


Geoi^ja. the last having been killed by 
falling through a slsylight in a Wa<=h- 
inglon apartment house. 
The now 


faces in tbe senate were those of La 
Follctte, from Wisconsin; Gearin, from 
Oregon; Benson, from Kansas, and 
"Wnyte. from Maryland. 


The thanks of eongrest were extend- 


ed to General Horace Porter for his ef- 
forts in finding the grave of Admiral 
John Paul Jones.

strength, Mrs. Eunice Seegar. 


widow of the late Dr. John R. L. See- 
gar, desires to meet again some of 
the now elderly persons who were one 
time her pupils in the old Rich street 
schooi building when she taught the 
first graded school in Columbus, says 
the Columbus Sunday Dispatch. Mrs. 
Seegar, who was Miss Eunice L. Fal- 
ley, is almost 83 years old and lives 
with her daughter, Miss Nora Seegar 
at 542 West Third avenue. Mrs. See- 
gar has had a remarkable career as 
a teacher. 


She began tile work when she was 


but 13 years of age in Licking coun'- 
ty and shortly after her first exper- 
ience she was employed as a teacher 
in a private 
school 
in Granville, 


where she gave instructions to Billy 
Marshall, a slave boy, whose master 
was visiting friends in Granville at 
the time, and who was probably -he 
first negro to receive public free in- 
struction in Ohio. That instruction 
•awoke in him an ambition 
and he 


succeeded later in earning sufficient 
money to buy his freedom and come 
north to live. Among her 
intimate 


friends of the present, Mrs. Seegar 
enjoys a close acquaintance with the 
famous Dr. Booker T. Washington, of 
the Tuskegee Institute. They 
have 


great admiration for one another. 


It was in 1840 according 
to the 


date of the certificate 
which 
Mrs. 


Seegar still has, that she taught un- 
der Dr. Lord, then superintendent of 
public instruction in the old 
Rich 


street school 
building, 
which had 


but three rooms. 
The principal of 


the building was her brother-in-law, 
Charles Webster, the father of Helen 
Webster, who afterwards taught for 
years in the new Rich street building 
which is no longer in use except for 
an interurban railway station. Miss 
Webster taught many years in that 
building, but afterwards went to Den- 
ver where she has been a teacher in 
the public schools for the past twenty 
years. 


Mrs. Seegar is the last of a family 


of eleven children,, all of whom weres 
•teachers. She-Twas-born near Graa- 
ville and was educated 
in the -old 


Presbyterian seminary at that place. 
She comes from a revolutionary fam- 
ily, her grandfather, Richard Falley, 
being one who assisted in the fam- 
ous Bostton tea party and also served 
in the Revolutionary war. The late 
General Walc'utt began 
his 
school 


work under Mrs. Seegar and in his 
later years frequently visited her at 
her home. He and eight other aged 
men of the ten who were much inter- 
ested in their old teacher in her later 
years have died; but one is living, 
and she has lost trace of practically 
all of her ether pupils. There may 
be some in Columbus who remember 
well the first school picnic, of which 
there is any record. It was held in 
what is now Goodale park when the 
penitentiary prisoners were clearing 
the woods trom that spot. Dr. Good- 
ale was present at the picnic ami 
made the address. The park was aft- 
erwards named for him. Mrs. Seegar, 
then Miss Falley, had charge of the 
children, and she secured from them 
permission to share their luncheon 
with the convict workmen. 


Mrs, Seegar remembers the names 


of a few of her pupils as her memory
